Resolu- 
tions were adopted sharply arraigning the } 
sponsors for the ordinance, calling on all 
good citizens, irrespective of party, to fight 
it, and indorsing and commending the atti- 
tude of Mayor Harrison.

Berlin, Dec. 6.—Emperor William opened 
the Reichstag in the white hall of the royal 
castle here today in the presence of the 
members of the Bundesrath, the Generals, 


grouped around the throne, in front of which 
the Reichstag Deputies assembled. 

The Empress sat m the grand balcony and 
the diplomatic corps occupted the adjoining 
gallery. His Majesty, who arrived at noon, 
was accompanied by his sons and by the Per- 
sian Prince Mirza. After the Centrist lead- 
er, Lingens, had called for cheers for his 
Majesty, the Imperial Chancellor, Prince 
Hohenlohe handed the speech to the Empe- 
ror, who read it in a loud voice. i 

One of the first bills mentioned was an 
anti-strike measure, providing for the pun- 
isment of those who intimidated non-strik- 
ers, but not interfering with the workmen's 
right of coalition. 


Approves the Czar’s Plan. 

After annoyncing the introduction ofa 
series of social and labor bills and the com- 
pletion of the organization of the army, he 
said that Germany's relations with all the 
foreign powers continued to be friendly and 
that the principal object of his policy would 
be to contribute to the maintenance of peace. 
Therefore, his Majesty halled with warm ap- 
proval the Czar’s magnanimous proposal for 
the furtherance of that object. 

Alluding to the war between Spain and the 
United States, his Majesty said Germany's 
neutrality was conscientiously and loyally 
observed towards both belligerents. Then 
taking up colonial affairs, Emperor William 
pointed out the measures taken for the eco- 
nomic development of Kiao Chou, declaring 
that while conscientiously respecting the 
well-acquired rights of third parties, tho 
German government would direct its efforts 
to the further promotion of its economic re- 
lations with China, which are yearly growing

| YALE ORATORS WIN 


DEBATE FROM THE 
MEN OF PRINCETON. 


Sons of Eli Finally Find a Game They 
Can Play — Take Negative on Ques-" 
tion of Cuban Annexation and Are 
Victorious. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 6.—[Spectal.]— 
Yale has snatched victory from a string of 
defeats tonight. The sixth Yale-Princeton 
debate was held in College Street Hall. The 
question was: ‘‘ Resolved: That the United 
States Should Annex Cuba.” : 

Yale had the unpopular negative side, yet 
won the argument decidedly. The judgment 
was unanimous and quickly rendered. | 

The order o% debate gave Princeton first 
place with the affirmative. The ordcr of 
opening speeches was: English for Prince- 
ton, Leavitt for Yale, Jones for Princeton, 
Kitchell for Yale, Reeves for Princeton, 
Walcott for Yale. 

Each man was allowed twelve minutes. 

The rebuttals covered five minutes each. 

Princeton had slightly the best of the 
debate untill the rebuttal. Kitchell’s sum- 
ming up of the case won for Yale and his 
speech, as well as the decision, was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheering. The Rev. Joseph 
H. Twitchell of Hartford, presided and the 
following men acted as judges: Professor 
John k. Ciarke of Columbian University, 
George L. Rives of New York City, and 
Charles E. Hubbell, President of the New 
York Board of Education. 

Yale now leads in the series, having won 
three out of the five. In the first debate no 
decision was rendercd. Victory just now is 
especially gratifying to Yale. The team was 
a green one and the credit is given to Pru- 
fessurs A. T. Hadley and E. V. Reynolds and 
C. H. Smith, who drilled Yale’s speakers.

“I wish I possessed the faculty of expres- 
sion and the command of appropriate lan- 
guage which distinguished Colonel Hay, the 
late Mr. Bayard, and their eminent prede- 
cessors at the court of St. James.

Of 
the ordinary expenditure, 79,893,888 marks 
will be devoted to the army, 30,431,500 marks 
to the navy, and 8,500,000 marks to salaries, 
harbor works, armaments, and to defenses 
at Kiao Chou, in the province of Shan Tung, 
China. Of the extraordinary expenditures 
44,606,889 marks will be devoted to thearmy 
and 33,879,000 marks to the navy. 


| Increase of the Army. 

A bill increasing the peace effectiveness 
of the army was also submitted. It pro- 
vides for a gradual increase from Oct. 1, 
1899, until the year 1902, when the peace 
effectiveness reaches a total of 502,508 for 
the rank and file. This will comprise 635 
battaHons of infantry, 482 squadrons of 
cavalry, 574 armed batteries, 8 garrison bat- 
teries, 26 battalions of pioneers, 11 battalions 
for the maintenance of communication, and 
23 transport battalions. The increase for 
each financial year is to. be fixed in the 
annual budget. 

Another bill, which will come into force on 
March 1, 1899, deals with the reorganization. 
It provides that the peace effectiveness here- 
after shal} consist of 23 army corps, of which 
Bavaria is to raise 3, Saxony 2, Wirtem- 
berg 1, and Prussia and the other states of 
the empire 17. 

Qonsiderable surprise is expressed at the 
omission from the Emperor William's un- 
usually long speech of any reference to the 
agreement with Bavaria about military ju- 
dicial procedure or to the alleged new un- 
derstanding with Great Britain. 


Triple Alliance. 

The evening papers note that the Emperor 
spoke of the Czar as his ‘‘ dear friend ’’ and 
of Emperor Francis Joseph as his “ faithful 
ally.”” They argue, therefore, that the trend 
of foreign policy is unchanged, and that the 
triple alliance is still in existence. 

The preamble of the army bill says that 
‘‘ Germany is still menaced in consequence 
of her geographical position, while neighbor- 
ing States do not cease their systematic 
warlike preparations.”’ 

In continues in this vein: ‘‘ There is no 
doubt that the Czar’s manifesto furnishes 
a pledge that. at the present attack from 
that side is not contemplated, but disarma- 
ment has nowhere occurred, and in present

“I would earnestly ask officials in power 
and unofficial exponents of public opinion 
to discountenance and abstain from a con- 
tinuance of the policy of pin pricks, which, 
while it can only procure an ephe- 
meral ratification to a short-lived ministry, 
must inevitably perpetuate across the chan- 
nel an intolerable irritation. 

** I would entreat them to resist-the tempta- 


maneuvers, such as the proposal to start 
colleges as rivals of General Kitchener’s 
projected institution in the conquered Sou- 
dan. Such ill-considered provocation might 
have the effect of converting Great Britain’s 
policy of forbearance in Egypt into the 
adoption of measures at which I presume 
French sentiment is not aiming.’ 
London, Dec. 7.—Sir Edmund Monson’s 
remarkable speech in Paris last evening 
has created a sensation here. Most of the 
papers regard it as an unfortunate indiscre- 


dressed such a warning to Great Britain. 

The Times, which is, almost alone tn ex- 
pressing approval of Sir Edmund Monson’s 
utterances, goes so far as to regret that he 
did not add to his excellent speech an ex- 
plicit statement of the fact that the principle 
of the Fashoda expedition will govern Bahr- 
el-Ghazal basin.
